Security in their Chefts, than expofe them to Currency in 
the Service of their Country, when they apprehend the 
Gain is fo very precarious, and in no wife proportionable 
to the Chance of lofing all ; — to fay no worfe, 






The public Companies fhrink from us in the Day of 
Neceflity, and refufe their ufual Aid : They will neither 
countenance our public Schemes themfelves, nor enable our 
good Friends the ‘ews to'engrofs the Cath and Credit of 
their Societies into their own Hands, by difcounting their 
Notes and Securities. . They have taken the Alarm from 
a jut Obfervation on the paft pernicious Conduét and Tranf- 
ations of thefe exorbitantly-ufarious People, who, under 
Pretence of ferving the Government, are only amafling the 
Cath of the Nation to remit abroad, for their own particular 
Ue; nay, for the Ufe perhaps of the Enemy ! and there- 
fore the Guardians of public Credit in this great Metropolis, 
will not treat with them. Were there no certain Proof, 
that our ‘Fudaicel Negociators of Stock and Credit are 
purfuing fuch interefted Views, I fhould think the Confe- 
quence of our conveying the Wealth of the Nation into fuch 
vagrant Hands, is obvious to the Reflection of every Man 
of Senfe ; for, as they are only Sojourners among us, and 
that all Countries are equally the fame to them, as they 
lave no Country they can call their own, we may reafon- 
ibly conclude, that, when they have properly done their 
Bufinefi, and got all out of us they can, they will tranfport 
themfelves beyond Sea, and fix their Refidence where they

In what Pomp have we been told! how have the daily 
Papers fwell’d with boaftful Paragraphs of Throngs of Peo- 
ple that fpontaneoufly crowded to fill up the late, or the pre- 
fent, or the future Sab/cription ; or whatever Natne it may 
go by, fortis plain it as yet nothing at all, and without a 
kind of Miracle never can be any thing to effet. After fo 
liberal a Sub{cription, of no lefs than 100000 /. from the 
Right Hand of the great Tax-Coloflus, who has ufurp'd 
the Seat on the Right Hand of the T— ne, we can’t won- 
der at fo populous a Fair ; where every Individual might 
well expeét to tread in the fame Paths with aPerfoh whom 
all Adventurers had Reafon to believe well Knew the Bot- 
tom he had embarked upon.

Yellerday, abut One o’Clock in the Morning, the moft 
terrible Fire that ever happen'd in this Metropolis, except 
that in 1666, broke out in Cornhill, oppofite the Royal 
Exchange, and in a fiuall Space of ‘Time totally confum'd 
Change-Alley with a great Part of Cornhill, extending 
from within a very few Houfes of Pope’s-Head-Alley to 
Birchin-Lane, where the Strength of the lames quickly 
reach'd the oppofite Hovfes, and, having left both Sides 
of that Lane almoft in Ruins, continned it’s Progrefs with 
refiftiefs Fury to George-Yard and Lombard-Street, where 
it was raging about Noon, when this Paper went to Prefs. 
The Conflagration was fo violent, that it was judg'd im- 
practicable to op it by any other Means than by blowing 
up divers Floufes on each Side of it, to intercept it’s Com- 
munication, which Expedient was {peedily intended to be 
put.in Execution ; the Guards having been call'd in, as 
well to affift and clear the Streets of the Mob, as to guard 
the Effeéts of the Unhappy from Plunder. It is faid, the 
‘Houfe where it began was Mr. Eldsidge’s, Peruke-Maker, 
an Change Alleys and that fome of his Family perithed 
in the Flames. As the Fire ftill continues, the immenfe 
Damage, already foftain'd, cannot be juftly eftimated ; but, 
‘according to the Space of Ground that lies wafte, there 
cannot be lefs than 100 Houfes wholly deftroy’d, befides 
innumerable others greatly injur’'d; and St. Michael's 
Church fo narrowly mifs’d the Devaftation, that a Part 
of it was actually on Fire, but was however, with feme 
Difficulty, fav'd. 

Yefterday his Majefty went to the Houfe of Peers with 
the ufual State, and gave the Royal Affent to the following 
Bills, viz.

To the Bill to indemnify Perfons who have omitted to qua- 
fify themfelves for Offices and Employ ments, within the time 
limited by Law, and for allowing further Time for that 


_. To the Bill to complete an Undertaking for furnifhing 

the Inhabitants of the feveral Parifhes of Stratford, Welt 
‘Ham, Bromley, Mile-End, Stepney, and other Places ad- 
jacent, with Water, 

To the Bill for Naturalizing Anthony André and David 
André. 

And to feveral. Road and Private Bills. 

© The Right Hon. the Lords of the Admiralty have

The greateft Diligence imaginable is ufed in fitting out a 

uadron, to be commanded by Commodore Moytlea con- 
filting:of eight Sail of the Line ; and ‘tis thought they will 
be at Sea in lefs than a Fortnight. 

We hear that the Hon. Mr. Stanhope, Son of the late 
Farl Stanhope, has refigned his Commiftion of Lieutenant 
Colonel. This Gentleman has glorioufly diftinguifhed him- 
felf in the Field, as well abroad as at home; frit as a Vo- 
lunteer under General Diemar on the Rhige, when fcarce 





17 Years of Age; and laftly, inourlatecivil Commotions 
in Scotland, at the Battles of Falkirk and Culloden. 

We hear, that his Grace the Duke of Montague; Lérd 
Lieutenant and Cuftos Rotulorum of the County of War- 
wick, hath appointed Mr. John Beardfley, of the Borough 
of Warwick, an eminent Attorney at Law, Clerk of the 
Peace of the faid County. 

A great Number of Petitions from the Druggifts of Lon- 
don, and all the great Cities in England, and from Jofhua 
Ward, Efq; and divers other Perfons, have been prefented 
againft a Bill now depending in Parliament for regulating the 
Druggifts, and to prevent any but Apothecaries from 
making up Medicines. 

The Government has ordered 150 Soldiers to be fent with 
all expedition to reinforce the Garifon at Gibraltar. 

Four Men of War of the Line are ordered to be got ready 
with all Expedition, to fail to the Baltick on fome import- 
ant Expedition.

On Tuelday died at Holloway, Mr. Northawn, formerly 
an eminent Dyer in the Park, Southwark, reputed to have 
died worth 30,000 1. 

Laft Week died, at Winftay in Denbighfhire, the Lady 
Anne Jofephine Wynne, Lady of Sir Watkyn Williams 
Wynne, Bart. At her Requc!t, one Hundred poor Women 
are ordered to attend her Funeral, co whom fhe has order’d 
20s. each, a Gown aud Petiicoat, two Shifts, Shoes and 
Stockings. 

Laft Week as Mr. Thomfon, Matter of the Hurcules 
Pillars, a noted Public-Houfe m Bow-Lane Cheapfide, was 
crofling Holborn-Hill from Field-Lane to Shoe-Lane he 
accidentally fell down and broke his Leg, which imme- 
diately occafioned a Mortification, and he had it cut off 
direétly by a Surgeon. On Tuefday Morning laft he was 
feized with Convulfions, and died foon after. 

Wednefday one Anne Jones, a poor Woman in Kent- 
fireet Road, was delivered of three Boys, who are all well 
and likely to live. 

The 15th of May is fixed for opening Dr. Ratcliff’s fine 
Library at Oxford, when there will be Drfputations and 
Exercifes, as ata Public A&, which happens every zoth 
Year. 

On Saturday Edward Kynafton Efq; Knight of the Shire 
for Montgomery in Wales was married to Mifs Lloyd, 
Niece to the Lady Leighton, of Pall-Mall. 

The Inhabitants of Leicefter-Square by a voluntary Sub- 
fcription, have contraéted with Meff. Hardcaitle a Mafon, 
and Barnet, a Smith, for Enclofing the Said Square witha 
Store Plinth and Iron Pallifades, with proper Ornaments, 
together with an Equeftrain Statue, gilt with Gold, (ro be 
placed in the Middle of the Square) of King George the 
Firft on a Stone Pedeftal, fully enriched. 

Laft Tuefday Edward Harrifon, Efq; was robbed on 
Finchley-Common by a fingle Highwayman, of his Gold 
Watch, and three Guineas. 

On Monday Mr. Wilton, a Farmer, was, between Wan- 
tage Market and Childrey in Berkfhire, attacked on his 
Return home in the Evening by two Highwaymen, who 
robbed him of a confiderable Sum of Money ; in the Fray 
with them he received a violent Cut on the Breaft, which 
it’s fear’d will prove mortal.

By the Charming Molly Cartel Ship, Capt. Powell, 
from St. Malo’s, which Port fhe left Thurfday fe’nnight, 
there is Advice, that the French are with great Induitry 
fitting out a Squadron of eight Men of War of the Line at 
Breft, and as fait as the Privateers arrive at St. Malo’s, Gran- 
ville, &e. the Men are imprefled out of them, in order 
man the above Squadron. And 

We hear from Plymouth, that by a Cartel Ship arrived 
there in one Day from St. Malo’s, they have an Account, 
That when the faid Ship came away the Merchanits were 
in the greateft Coniternation about theif Privateers ; for of 
Twelve that failed from thence only four were returned, thd’ 
the Time of their Cruizing was expired ; they were there- 
fore oo that they had fallen into the Handsof Sit 
Peter Warren.
